To:  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Newport  Pagnell. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970,  which 
was  "Conservation  Year". 

The  current  fashion  for  expansion  has  particular  significance  locally, 
where  conservation  is  something  we  cannot  even  hope  for.  The  assault 
on  our  senses  is  yet  to  begin.  The  law  is  almost  impotent  as  a  means 

of  protection  for  the  quality  of  life:  means  must  be  found  to  enable  us 
to  adapt  to  new  conditions  or  prevent  disruptive  influences  occurring  too 
suddenly  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  our  relationship  with  the  environment. 

A  consumer  orientated  society  of  necessity  must  accept  change  and  these 
changes  bring  new  problems,  often  unexpected  ones,  that  are  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  solve.  The  results  rarely  bring  any  more 
satisfaction  to  the  individual,  too  often  the  end  products  include 
increasing  frustration. 

Naturally  there  is  no  question  of  the  status  quo  being  maintained;  steady 
progress  is  essential  for  human  satisfaction  and  a  basic  natural  law. 
Whether  progress  is  in  the  right  direction  is  a  question  we  must  face  up 
to.  Are  we  taking  advice  from  economists  who  are  sufficiently  well  versed 
in  the  effects  of  their  theories  on  human  personality?  Is  the  value  and 
importance  of  our  environment  being  underestimated?  When  any  future 
proposals  for  development  of  our  fast  diminishing  natural  environment  are 
considered,  careful  thought  needs  to  be  given  to  these  questions.  Every 
patch  of  open  ground  must  be  used  in  a  manner  that  complements,  rather 
than  conflicts  with,  human  activity.  Any  new  activity  must  not  produce 
any  by-products  that  can  give  offence  or  harm.  Even  old  activities  like 
procreation  must  be  carried  out  responsibly  in  a  manner  that  does  not 
create  problems  for  the  future. 

The  Brucellosis  Incentives  Scheme  was  launched  on  13th  July  and  owners  of 
clean  herds  were  invited  to  come  forward  for  early  accreditation.  The 
Government  was  to  announce  the  first  areas  for  compulsory  -eradication  in 
1971.  One  hopes  for  rapid  progress  in  the  Scheme  so  that  the  brucella 
organism  is  cleared  from  the  country  for  good.  Owners  of  clean  or 
relatively  clean  herds  should  gain  by  voluntary  accreditation  under  this 
Scheme  rather  than  awaiting  compulsory  eradication.  A  new  "Rose  Bengal" 
test  to  be  undertaken  free  of  charge  will  simplify  blood  tests. 


Continued 
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Measles  vaccination,  after  a  hold-up  lasting  many  months,  was  resumed, 
though  it  was  doubtful  whether  sufficient  vaccine  could  be  administered 
in  time  to  prevent  the  usual  epidemic  due  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Rubella  (German  Measles)  vaccine  became  available  generally  and  a  scheme 
was  launched  to  offer  this  to  all  13yr.  old  girls.  The  response  was 
fairly  good.  The  aim  is  to  try  and  ensure  that  all  girls  are 
resistant  to  the  disease  before  pregnancy  occurs;  we  are  not  yet  aiming 
to  clear  the  virus  from  the  community.  It  is  not  a  vaccine  to  use  on 
adults  where  there  is  the  remotest  possibility  of  pregnancy  near  the 
time  of  vaccination. 

During  the  extensive  fowl  pest  epidemic  which  occurred  in  the  autumn, 
although  not  normally  a  public  health  problem,  one  human  case  of  the 
disease  was  reported  to  me. 

Authority  was  given  for  the  purchase  of  measuring  apparatus  to  monitor 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  and  I  hope  this  will  give 
us  a  guide  on  basic  levels  existing  before  Milton  Keynes  is  built.  No 
progress  has  been  made  towards  smoke  controlled  areas,  present  staff 
could  not  cope  with  the  additional  work  of  the  house  survey  and  it  would 
be  unwise  to  go  ahead  with  the  uncertain  position  on  the  supply  of 
smokeless  solid  fuel.  One  hopes  people  will  convert  to  other  forms  of 
heating  as  the  opportunity  presents  itself  so  that  by  the  time  we  can 
establish  smoke  controlled  areas  little  solid  fuel  will  be  used. 

Basic  public  health  work  still  occupies  the  greatest  proportion  of  time, 
and  sampling  of  water  and  certain  foods  increases.  From  the  report 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory,  and  that  the 
taste  problems  which  arose  in  1969  subsided.  Sewage  Effluents  were 
also  generally  satisfactory. 

I  must  thank  the  public  Health  Committee  for  the  continued  interest  they 
show  in  the  work  of  the  department.

A.  WATER 

A  good  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board  over 
the  whole  of  the  Council's  area  throughout  the  year. 


WATER  SAMPLES 


Atotal  of  91  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  samples  taken  were  from  - 


Public  Supplies  -  32 
Private  Supplies  -  8 
School  Swimming  Pools  -  16 
Other  Swimming  Pools  -11 
Emberton  Park  Lakes  -  12 


"  M  Paddling  Pools  -  12 

There  were  four  (12^)  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  from  Public  Supplies 
all  at  the  Stoke  Goldington  Village  Supply  which  is  hand  chlorinated. 

There  were  two  (25 °/°)  unsatisfactory  samples  from  Private  Supplies  - 
both  shallow  wells. 

At  the  School  Swimming  Pools  two  samples  (12^)  were  unsatisfactory  - 
probably  due  to  temporary  failure  of  the  chlorination  plant. 

Three  ( 27y)  of  the  Private  Swimming  Pool  samples  wore  unsatisfactory  - 
again  due  to  breakdown  in  the  treatment  plant. 

EMBERTON  PARK  -  The  lakes  and  paddling  pools  are  sampled  monthly  during 
the  summer  season.

(A)  WATER  CONT’D 

The  Olney  source  still  supplies  Weston  Underwood  and  this  has  been  proved 
to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory  by  regular  sampling  by  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5*870  being  5*726  houses, 

104  houses  and  shops  and  40  licensed  premises,  of  which  5*509  are  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  mains.  In  addition  the  village  of  Tyringham 
(26  dwellings)  has  it’s  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each  property. 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private  supply  laid 
on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Unfortunately  records  are  not 
available  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Boards 
main  by  standpipe,  but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively  small  number. 
The  population  in  the  Rural  District  is  15,860  and  the  estimated  population 
supplied  with  main  water  from  the  Public  Main  is  15*738. 

Total  consumption  for  the  whole  district  for  all  purposes  for  the  year  1970 
from  Grafham  source  (Tyringham  being  privately  owned  and  not  measured): 
Grafham  280,944,000  gallons.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Existing  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

All  the  existing  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping  stations 
in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained  during  the 
year  and  the  standard  of  effluent  has  been  generally  good. 

Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  new  Sewage  Pumping  Station  at  Walton  has  recently  been  commissioned 
and  work  is  proceeding  for  the  provision  of  a  new  foul  sewerage  system 
in  the  village  of  Little  Brickhill. 

Work  will  shortly  be  commencing  on  the  Clifton  Reynes  and  Newton  Blossomville 
Sewerage  Scheme.  The  scheme  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  Sewage  Pumping 
Station  and  Phase  One  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  Olney  is  at  present 
under  consideration.  A  scheme  is  now  being  prepared,  for  the  replacement 
of  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Sherington  and  this  will  include 
a  Feasibility  Study  in  relation  to  the  drainage  of  Filgrave  and  Lathbury 
being  integrated  into  the  proposal.  Flow  gauging  is  being  carried  out  at 
Lavendon  and  Hanslope  to  form  the  basis  of  design  for  an  extended  Works 
and  possibly  relief  sewers. 

The  Council  will  shortly  be  giving  consideration  to  the  provision  of 
main  drainage  facilities  in  several  other  villages,  some  of  which  may 
be  connected  direct  to  the  trunk  sewer  net  work  being  provided  by  Milton 
Keynes  Development  Corporation. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  and 
two  collections  of  Bulky  Refuse  have  been  made  from  each  village  during 
the  same  period. 

The  new  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  is  working  very  well  and 
proving  far  more  hygienic  than  the  previous  method. 

The  Council  are  giving  consideration  to  the  collection  of  refuse  from 
the  very  small  number  of  isolated  properties  that  do  not  receive  a 
service  at  present.  Also  from  over  20  laybys  on  main  roads  within 
the  Rural  District. 

Controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  Stoke  Goldington  and  a  further  site 
has  been  obtained  which  will  accommodate  refuse  for  several  years. 

PAIL  AND  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  weekly  pail  and  quarterly  cesspool  emptying  has  been  regularly  maintained.

slaughter  of  poultry 

During  the  year  a  small  poultry  killing  and  dressing  station  was  established. 
The  premises  were  originally  used  for  the  slaughter  and  dressing  of  Turkeys 
reared  on  the  premises.  Later  plucked  chickens  and  ducks  were  brought  in 
for  dressing.  The  larger  Turkeys  aere  jointed  before  sale  in  a  local 
market  which  was  the  main  outlet.  During  the  last  weeks  in  October  the 
owner  feared  the  spread  of  fowl  pest  and  slaughtered  the  remainder  of  his 
Turkey  flock,  in  all  about  4,300  birds,  and  sold  them  to  the  deep  freeze  trade. 
The  premises  closed  during  November.  During  a  normal  working  week  an  average 
of  75  birds  were  dressed  and  Iwo  visits  were  made  each  week  with  additional 
visits  being  required  during  the  week  preceding  Bank  Holidays  when  the 
throughput  increased. 

Stunning  was  by  breaking  of  the  neck  so  the  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act,  1967  did 
not  apply.  'l‘he  premises  were  generally  satisfactory  but  the  handlers  needed 
careful  control  particularly  casual  workers  at  peak  operating  periods. 

The  closure  of  these  premises  greatly  relieved  a  limited  Public  Health  Staff. 

FOOD  INSPECTION  GENERAL 

The  introduction  of  a  detailed  coding  system  by  the  cake  manufacturing  industry 
in  January,  1970  was  followed  up  by  a  visit  to  every  retailer  to  ensure  that 
the  codings  were  understood  and  operated. 

Spot  checks  were  made  from  time  to  time  and  retailers  reminded  of  their 
responsibility  to  ensure  the  sale  of  fresh,  wholesome  food.  The  need  to  keep 
a  close  check  is  evident  as  new  entrants  to  the  trade  need  education  in  this 
direction. 

During  the  year  a  customer  brought  a  mouldy  pie  into  the  office.  Investigatio 
revealed  the  pie  had  been  delivered  to  the  shop  about  ten  days  previous  to  sale 
The  manufacturers  intimated  that  the  pie  should  have  been  sold  within  48  hours. 
The  retailer  was  not  satisfied  that  the  pie  in  question  was  old  stock  as 
suggested  but  there  was  no  proof  of  delivery  or  other  evidence  to  support  the 
retailer's  contention.  The  manufacturers  -  a  national  company,  furnished  the  ; 
date  of  manufacture  against  the  coding  on  the  wrapper  but  could  not  prove  witho  ;i 
doubt  the  delivery  date.  In  the  circumstances,  no  action  could  be  taken  except 
to  warn  the  retailer  to  ensure  proper  stock  rotation.  An  unsatisfactory 
feature  of  this  incident  was  the  unwillingness  of  the  manufacturers  to  discuss 
the  principle  of  their  coding  system.  The  retailers  cannot  know  the  age  of  the 
product  when  taking  delivery  unless  he  is  aware  of  the  codes  used. 

In  addition  to  routine  inspection  at  shops,  catering  establishments,  etc.,  the 
stalls  at  Olney  Market  are  inspected  each  week.

C.  CLEAN  AIR 


During  the  year  a  complaint  was  received  regarding  the  burning  of  trade 
refuse  -  mainly  cardboard  cartons  -  at  the  rear  of  a  village  stores. 
Although  the  practice  may  have  been  a  nuisance  to  the  householder 
affected,  no  breach  of  Section  1,  Clean  Air  Act,  1968  could  have  been 
substantiated . 

A  total  of  15  notifications  of  proposed  furnaces  were  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  Section  3,  Clear  Air  Act  1956.  All  were  approved,  although 
minor  modifications  were  required  to  six  proposals. 

Two  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  under  Section  6  of  the 
1968  Act  were  received.  Both  applications  were  approved  without  conditions. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  73  visits  were  made  under  the  Clean  Air  Acts.

The  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  was  slightly  under  last  years  figure  but  a 
greater  proportion  of  time  was  spent  on  this  work.  This  was  due  mainly  to  the  need 
to  assist  caterers  in  the  training  of  staff  in  Food  Hygiene.  Although  time  absorbing 
and  sometimes  tedious  the  assistance  given  to  Proprietors  in  training  food  handlers 
has  achieved  rewarding  results. 

This  aspect  of  the  Department’s  routine  is  carried  on  unnoticed  by  the  general  public 
and  is  an  aspect  of  consumer  protection  which  appears  to  receive  scant  publicity. 

The  catering  facilities  offered  at  the  47  Licensed  Houses  and  Clubs  may  be  analysed 
as  follows 


Separate  dining  rooms  and  full  meals  -  10 
Grills  at  bears  and  counters  -  9 
Cold  snacks  -  1 
Sandwiches  -  21 
No  catering  -  6
